Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that a consolidation meeting at 
Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan.

A rally was observed by Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in an open pasture on the North side of 
US Highway 80 in Bossier Parish, Louisiana, approximately seven 
miles East of Bossier City., Louisiana. A. speaker's stand was 
located about one' hundred and fifty yards North of the Highway 
right-of-way in the open field. A small cloth sign was hanging 
over the entrance to the field containing the letters, "KICK" 
and a cross.

On January 7, 1966, Mr. Sam Yarbrough, Chief of 
Police, Pulaski, Tennessee, advised that three white males 
appeared at the Pulaski Police Department on December 24, 1965, 
and made inquiry in relation to where the Ku Klux Klan (KKK) 
meeting was to be held. They advised that they were from 
Florida, Chief Yarbrough advised that the abovementioned 
individuals were advised that there was no KKK meeting to be 
held in Pulaski, Tennessee, to his knowledge, ' 


Chief Yarbrough stated that James RJrvenable, Imperial 
Wisard of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. (NKKKK), 
appeared in Pulaski, Tennessee, on December 24, ,1965, with a white 
male, who claimed to be a Chaplain, and an elderly woman. Venable 
appeared at the 'tJiles Free Press," a Pulaski newspaper, and 
announced their presence in Pulaski. Venable advised that he did 
not contemplate any march or parade on the part of the NKKKK 
while in Pulaski. The news media asked Venable to pose in his 
robe which he refused to do. 

Venable and his party of two remained overnight in 
the Windsor Village Motel, Pulaski. 


Chief Yarbrough stated that there was no Klan activity 
in Pulaski on December 24, 1965, other than the presence of the 
above six individuals.

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Synopji*: National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. (NKKKK) held 
rally near Covington, Kentucky, September 25 - 26, 1965. 

A news report stated this was the first Klan rally in 
that area in 30 years. Estimated peak attendance at the 
rally was 400, many of whom were drawn to the scene by the 
appearance of fire trucks called to put out an unauthorized 
bonfire. The local police made two arrests based on warrants 
taken by a news photographer that the two Individuals had 
assaulted him. On 12/5/65, the NKKKK held a closed meeting 
at Newport, Kentucky. An estimated 22 to 24 individuals joined 
during the meeting. The individuals were from Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky. Both the 9/25 - 26/65 and 12/5/65 affairs 
reportedly were organized by individuals from Ohio, and there 
is no evidence that any Kentucky Klavern of the organization 
exists at this time. An informant has identified 12 persons 
from Covington and vicinity as having recently joined the 
NKKKK.

ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE

Kentucky State Police, Frankfort, Kentucky, advised that 
two members of the Kentucky State Police attended in an 
undercover capacity a rally of the NKKKK held neap Covington, 
Kentucky, on September 25 - 26, 1965 * During the attendance 
they obtained an application for membership in the organi- 
zation which reflects the national headquarters to b© 

Post Office Box 107, Tucker, Georgia. To date no information 
has been received indicating a Kentucky chapter or Klavern 
of the NKKKK has been formed. 


GENERAL ACTIVITIES 



An article in the September 24, 1965 , issue 
of the Cincinnati Inquirer, a daily Cincinnati, Ohio, 
newspaper, reported that PARKIErSCOTT of Oregonla . Ohio.

C o vingt on , Ken tucky, on September 25- 26 , 1965 . It was 
further reported in the article that the rally would be 
the first Klan rally in Northern Kentucky in 30 years.
